INTERN DEVELOPMENT PROGRAM EXCELS 


Do you remember when you did your four year 
apprenticeship stint after getting out of arch- 
Itecture school? Think back on yours while | 
reminisce about my experlence, because | want 
to ask some of you to do something about the 
latest AIA program to "develop" the guys and 
gals they now call "interns" so they are com- 
prehensively ready to take their State Board 
exams and serve soclety as professional archi- 
tects. 


A “Hit anp Miss” APPRENTICESHIP 


My apprenticeship began back In 1950 upon 
graduation from U of M with a Bachelor of Arch- 
Itecture degree and a suggestion from Professor 
Hammett that | see Cornellus L. T. Gabler, AIA, 
In the old Hammond Bullding, Detroit. Well, 
Mr. Gabler hired me and | felt fortunate since 
the 1950 class was the biggest ever, and | had 
no previous experience since | had taken Walter 
Gropius’ advice to me, "Stay out of architect's 
offices as long as you can, they will only 
corrupt you." But now | had to work in an 
office In order to qualify for the exams. Luc- 
kily Mr. Gabler ran a rather open office and 
he was building up his practice from a handful 
when | started to about forty when | left after 
the four years apprenticeship. 


| did a lot of different things as the bus- 
iness grew from all kinds of drafting chores, 
to coddling clients, working with encineers of 
many disciplines, doing Job supervision, but 
no "designing" and no spec writing. Fortunately, 
most of my apprenticeship was under Gay Watts 
as a Chief Draftsman, and he was a qood teacher 
and well respected, although not an architect. 
We worked on schools, houses, Detroit Water 
Board buildinas, factories, and the first two 
buildings on the North Campus at the U of M, 
| nearly got fired one time when Gay found me 
reading magazines Instead of drawing. | ex- 
plained that my job captain was so slow and 
indecisive | couldn't proceed, so Gay straigh- 
tened that out and | had plenty to do working 
directly for him and we became good friends. 


PASSING THE STATE BOARD EXAMS 


My apprenticeship time was completed by the 
summer of 1954 so | answered the ad for a 
teacher to start the new Architectural Drafting 
curriculum at Ferris State College. Ferris 
wasn't very big In those days, so they put me 
in the old Studebaker Showroom on the highway 
like a one room school house. | had to write 
and teach six different drafting courses and 
six Information survey courses to about forty 
students, all on different levels of competence, 
that first year. It made me rethink my whole 
schooling and apprenticeship period and try 
to teach the kids what they really needed to 
know to be good thinking draftsmen. Of course 
the areas of practice | hadn't experienced | 
read about. In 1955, while teaching, | took 
my State Board exams and passed. 


NEED PROFESSIONAL SPONSORS 


My rambling narrative of hit and miss exper- 
iences during my apprenticeship, much like yours 
probably, Is recounted as contrast to the organ- 
ized, comprehensive new AIA Intern Development 
Program for Architects which MSA Is going to 
inaugurate in Michigan In conjunction with 
NCARB and the State Registration Board, with 
the schools of architecture in a supporting 
role. This program was designed and is backed 
by AIA National and NCARB, was tested In a few 
states and is now ready for us. It covers areas 
of practical training currently required by the 
Registration Board and embodies and AIA advisory 
and recording system. The basic exposure areas 
are Design and Construction Documents, Con- 
struction Administration and Office Management. 


Employers (or thelr responsible architect 
employees) of Intern Architects will be enlisted 
as Professional Sponsors and others will be 
called upon to be volunteer Professional Advi- 
sors. While Intern-Architects may reasonably 
look to thelr sponsors and advisors for moral 
support and practical assistance, they alone 
are responsible for fulfilling the exposure/ 
experience requirements Identified in the "Prac- 
tical Training Syllabus," recording their pro- 
gress in a Periodic Assessment Form, and suc- 
cessfully completing the IDP and thereby qual- 
Ifying as Professional Exam candidates. The 
special auxillary educational material published 
by AIA as "Supplemental Educational Guides" may 
be used as backup in case direct participation 
and observation are not available. All In all 
this Is a carefully thought out intern program 
covering all of the Identified topics pertinent 
to today's expanded practice of architecture. 
Not a hit or miss situation, but a comprehensive 
program. 


As | sald In the beginning, some of you will 
be needed as professional sponsors and advisors. 
The President and State IDP Coordinator wil! be 
looking for volunteers. We will once again have 
an opportunity, as the old studio system allowed, 
for the architect to be a "teacher" and the 
practicing architect will have a better hand In 
shaping the future of this profession as we have 
done for millenniums past.

I would Iike to Inform you that the School 
of Architecture at the University of Detroit 
has accomplished the following during the 
past summer. 


A. The old Sclence Bullding on the uptown 
campus has become the School of Architecture 
Bullding as the Psychology Department, the 
last remaining "other" department In the 
bullding has been moved to new quarters. Ded- 
ication ceremonies are belng planned for a 
later date. 


B. The School has modified its program by 
phasing out Its four year B. Sc. Arch. program 
and Introducing a five year B. Arch. program. 
The School will now offer two professional 
degree programs, the Bachelor of Architecture 


program and the Master of Architecture program. 


C. The School of Architecture now offers a 
Joint degree program, Master of Business Ad- 
ministration and Master of Architecture within 
the same two year framework presently existing 
In the graduate levels program. Both degrees 
are accredited by the respective accrediting 
agencles. 


D. The School's Five Year Plan was recently 
approved by the Board of Trustees which wil! 
establish the school size at 250 underqraduate 
students and 40 students at the araduate level. 
This limitation was established In order to 
maintain the level of quality education to 
which we espouse as well as the close faculty- 
student relationship necessary to that ob- 
jective. The School, with Its Increase in 
enrollment this year, now has 240 students. 


E. The School has added to Its full time 
faculty, Mr. Charles Blessing, as Professor of 
Architecture and Urban Design. Professor 
Blessing, former Director of the City of De- 
troit Planning Department and well known for 
his creative work In the area of urban design, 
wlll be Involved In the development of an 
Urban Design option In our graduate program, 
aside from his teaching duties.

MSA ACCOMPLISHES MAJOR LEGISLATIVE GOAL: 
STATE ADOPTS NEW FEE SCHEDULE FOR ARCHITECTS

This has been a legislative year in which 
MSA has accomplished its major objective of a 
new fee schedule for architects on state pro- 
jects. 


Several bills supported by MSA have become 
law and no bill opposed by MSA has become law. 
Among MSA supported bills which have been 
passed by the Lealislature and sianed by the 
Governor are: 


H.B. 5993 - The Capital outlay bill. This 
appropriation contains about $70 million of 
state and federal funds for construction and 
remodelling, nearly all of which will require 
architectural services. 


H.B. 6027 - An appropriations bill for planning 
and construction at junior and community col- 
leges. Included is $100,000 for planning at 
six schools and more than $7 million for con- 
struction at 10 schools. 


H.B. 5620 - Requires and defines good moral 
character for architects, professional engineers 
and land surveyors. 


S.B. 1106 = which would change the fee schedule 
for architect licensing has passed the Senate 
and is on the House calendar. 


MSA has had extensive opportunities for 
input Into legislation which would codify lic- 
ensina and regulation statutes and change the 
name of the Department of Licensing and Requ- 
latlon to the Department of Reaulation and con- 
sumer Affairs. 
these changes (H.B. 6665 and H.B. 6666) are
